Brot On By Financial In- 
terests Only, Says Meth- 
odist Leader In Lecture 
On People's Course Wed- 
nesday Night 
"The fundamental trouble in Mexico 


is the natural enmity between the na- 
tives and the outsiders." said Bishop 
Francis McConnell in his address at 
the M. E. church, Wednesday night on 
"The Problem of Mexico." 


He said that this enmity originated 


with the intrusion of the early Span- 
iards into Mexico on a mission of Con- 
version. 
Unable to withstand their 


greed for the riches of the country, the 
Spaniards began the exploitation of i 
Mexico and turned the natives against 
them. Bishop McConnell said that in 
his eight years in charge of Christian 
work of the M. E. church in Mexico 
he had learned that the same cause, 
land monopoly, was the root of all 
the present discontent. 


For example he cited the instance 


of one state in Mexico, of which every 
square foot belongs to corporations 
not represented in.

to check Japanese colonization, which

merce. 


While the threatened colonization 


of Japanese has not reached a stage 
where it is more than a fear, 
the 


people of the' valley are up in arms 
and it would not be surprising 
if 


there would be concerted action taken

the late World war, but after making 
trenches and other protections, they 
would scorn to use them and would 
coolly stand in the open and take the 
fire of the enemy, for they think that 
when they are to die, nothing can pre- 
vent it, and that they cannot be killed 
before that time. Therefore it. would 
be necessary to kill great numbers of 
the Mexican fighters and the result 
would be a slaughter bill of such pro- 
portions that the United Stales would 
probably be reluctant to pay it. Bishop 
McConnell explained. 


"The Mexican can not be conquered 


as far as inner spirit is concerned by 
force of arms," the bishop said, even 
if the United States should go so far 
as to invade Mexico with troops. They 
would be very polite, anjd treat the 
conquerors with the greatest hospital- 
ity, but under all they are just waiting 
for a chance to reverse their position. 
This fact is one of the causes for the 
great number of internal warfares. 


"Try living in a locality where, there 


has been no rainfall for eight or nine 
years and see how easy it is to ka€p 
clean," Bishop McConnell said in de- 
fense of the Mexican's alleged unclean- 
liness.

of the United States has not. Last week that august tribunal 
granted the motion to advance ihe notorious Michigan senatorial 
scandal and as a result the hearing on the appeal has been 
finally set for January ">, next. 


Newspaper readers will remember that the testimony in 


this case was almost unprecedentedly voluminous. Perhaps no 
other similar case in the history of American jurisprudence call- 
ed forth an equally large amount of testimony. 
Uncounted 


objections wen. made to the admission of evidence. The same 
is true as to the rulings of the judge of the lower court on the 
general conduct of the trial. It is inconceivable that the trial 
judge should be correct on every one of these thousands of 
rulings. It is quite possible that the Supreme Justices will find 
that he wab materially at fault in some of them and remand the 
case for a new trial in his court. Such a reversal, however, 
would be based on technicalities and would not go to the gen- 
eral merits of the case. 


In diseasing this case The St. Louis Post-Dispatch says 
that other and "vastly more important points arc^at issue in the 
appeal. Can the expenditures of a candidate for office be pre- 
scribed as particularly and ftarrowly as was done in the Fed- 
eral statute cited and in the decisions of the trial court? Can a 
candidate be validly held responsible for excess expenditures 
made by his relatives and friends?
